Talent  awarded  several  times  over 


Thirteen  incoming  freshmen  and  21  cur¬ 
rent  students  at  Purdue  University  Calu¬ 
met  have  received  Talent  Award  Scholar¬ 
ships  totaling  $29,350  to  help  finance  their 
studies  in  the  1985-86  school  year. 

“The  number  of  award  winners  and  total 
amount  of  scholarships  represent  a  record 
high  for  the  Merit  Awards  program  which 
has  aided  scores  of  students  in  their  studies 
at  Purdue  Calumet,”  declared  John  P. 
Fruth,  director  of  admissions  and  financial 
aid. 

“We  greatly  appreciate  the  increasing 
support  from  the  program  donors  who  in¬ 
clude  industries,  professional  societies,

campus  organizations  and  individuals,’  he 
added.  “The  awards  are  granted  on  the 
basis  of  academic  achievement  rather  than 
financial  need.  There  are  other  scholarships 
at  the  University  for  which  financial  need  is 
a  prime  qualification.” 

The  scholarships  range  from  $500  to  $1,000 
with  flexible  guidelines  regarding  the  stu¬ 
dent’s  major.  The  winners  are  residents  of 
northwest  Indiana  and  nearby  Illinois  com¬ 
munities. 

Fruth  pointed  out  that  the  beginning  stu¬ 
dents  were  chosen  on  the  basis  of  academic 
merit  only.  They  had  to  be  in  the  top  10  per 
cent  of  their  high  school  graduating  class,  or 
score  1200  or  higher  on  their  SAT  exam,  he 
added. 


Selection  criteria  for  the  current  students 
emphasized  they  must  show  a  career  inter¬ 
est  in  the  selected  major  in  addition  to  excel¬ 
lent  grades  and  technical  talents,  Fruth  re¬ 
ported.  Several  recipients  won  awards  in 
past  years. 


Part-time  students  are  no  longer  exempt 
from  student-service  fees,  as  the  Purdue 
Board  of  Trustees  approved  a  new  service 
fee  schedule  for  PUC  students  taking  eight 
credit  hours  or  less. 

The  new  policy  begins  this  fall,  assessing 
each  undergraduate  $2.25  per  credit  hour  for 
those  carrying  up  to  12  hours.  Previously, 
the  fee  was  assessed  only  against  under¬ 
graduates  taking  nine  or  more  credit  hours. 

The  maximum  fee  of  $28.50  is  set  for  stu¬ 
dents  taking  13  credit  hours  or  more. 

The  purpose  of  the  new  policy  is  to  in¬ 
crease  the  funds  available  for  student  activ¬ 
ities  and  to  share  the  cost  of  those  activities 
more  equitably  among  all  students.

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Public  bus  service  for  Gary  residents  at¬ 
tending  Purdue  University  Calumet  will 
debut  Monday,  August  26,  with  the  start  of 
the  fall  semester. 

The  service,  developed  in  conjunction 
with  the  Gary  Public  Transportation  Cor¬ 
poration  and  PUC,  features  four  Monday- 
through-FriSay  runs  to  and  from  the  Ham¬ 
mond  campus. 

The  runs  are  scheduled  in  the  morning,  af¬ 
ternoon  and  evening  to  accommodate  var¬ 
ied  class  schedules. 

Each  of  the  runs— to  Purdue  Calumet  and 
back  to  Gary— will  make  five  Gary  stops: 
1st  &  Broadway,  11th  &  Broadway,  11th  & 
Roosevelt,  15th  &  Roosevelt,  and  15th  &  Ste¬ 
venson. 

From  1st  &  Broadway,  the  westbound  bus 
to  Purdue  Calumet  departs  at  7  a  m.,  11:15 
a.m.,  4:45  p.m.  and  8:15  p.m.  From  11th  & 
Broadway,  departure  time  is  eight  minutes 
later;  from  llth  &  Roosevelt.  10  minutes 
later;  from  15th  &  Roosevelt,  two  minutes 
later;  from  15th  &  Stevenson,  10  minutes 
later.

Eastbound  service  back  to  Gary  origin¬ 
ates  from  the  south  end  of  campus  at  173rd 
St.  outside  the  Physical  Education  &  Recre¬ 
ation  Building.  Departure  times  are:  7:45 
a.m.,  noon,  5:30p.m.,  and9:15p.m.

Added  Charles  M.  Thurston.  Gary  Public 
Transportation  Corporation  general  super¬ 
intendent,  “Our  ultimate  goal  is  to  provide 
service  wherever  it’s  needed.  According  to 
our  ridership  surveys,  we’ve  learned  that 
Gary  residents  have  a  desire  to  go  to  school, 
and  in  many  cases  have  indicated  they 
would  like  to  be  able  to  attend  Purdue  Calu¬ 
met.  So  we  want  to  do  everything  we  can  to 
accommodate  them.” 

Thurston  indicated  the  bus  service  would 
be  implemented  on  a  90-day  trial  basis  with 
continuation  contingent  on  daily  ridership 
totals.
